Taft has told friends and party

He adheres to this posi- 
tion, according to announcements to_- 
day, and will not quit the race until1 
the nominating.ballots are cast at Chi-!

Man in Moon 22,000 Miles 


Nearer OafcJand Tonight 


The brilliancy of the moon last 


night was remarked by many Oak- 
land residents, but if tonight be clear, 
at midnight a more wonderful phe- 
nomena is in store, and one well worth 
seeing. The earth approaches nearer 
the sun at this time of the. year-than 
at any other, more than 3,000,000 
miles nearer than <in July 4. 
The 


moon, which sometimes travels, at. a, 
distance of 253.000 miles from !he. 
earth, will be within 221,000 miles.' 


Tho moon being-at the full, and 


both sun and moon being at their 
points of nearest approach to the 
earth, the moon will catch up from 
the sun and reflect to the earth a 
great deal more light than it ordi- 
narily does. 
The light shed by the 


full moon tonight will be nearly one- 
third greater than ,if. it were at its 
greatest possible distance from the 
earth. Where thare is snow upon the 
.ground or out at sea, the night will 
be 
especially brilliant. Conditions 


will be much the same tomorrow night 
and again on February 2.

SAVING IN SALARIES TO 


COM £ WITH THE CHANGE 


Sysfeiriiza'f/pn of Important Bran eft of Gov- 


ernmenf Effected Affer Much 


Complete organization of the street de- 


partment, the division of the city gov- 
ernment having the largest salary roll 
and involving the largest, number of mu- 
nicipal employes, will be effected as the 
result of a joint recommendation from 
Commissioner of Streets William J. Bac- 
cus and the civil service commission. 
adopted by the city council this morning. 
The 
recommendation 
presented' this 


morning Is the work of three months of 
patient Investigation by Baccus and the 
civil service board, and Is the first piece 
of constructive, legislation _brcught about 
by the new charter. 


The reorganization will effect an an- 


nual savins of $8415 to the. city. In sal-. 
aries and will systematize a department 
that grew to large proportions without 
system or oiganlzatlon excepting that 
created haphazard to meet each need .as 
It arose. The reorganization, besides 
working an actual saving in dollars and 
cents each year by discontinuing about 
eight positions and reducing salaries In 
some places,' will, according to its pro- 
ponents, establish the department on a 
basis that will make automatically for 
Increased efficiency. 


WEEKS OF LABOR. 


The new system has been worked out 


after weeks of labor in conference with 
all the leading employes in the street 
department of the city, In which each 
man was called upon to justify his Job 
before 
Commissioner Baccus and 
the 


civil service board. 


Credit for the reorganization of the de- 


partment upon a new basis Is due to 
Commissioner Baccus, to the civil service 
board and to the city administration, as 
the change actually marks a step for- 
ward along a ri«w line in the handling of 
municipal employment 
The lines have 


been rigidly drawn according to but one 


tlons are created and the old ones abol- 
ished. . 
• The most radical change In the reor- 
ganization results from the abolition1 of 
the positions of seven foremen, whose 
work was of such a nature that It was 
difficult to -place the responsibility for 
details of the work. In place of "the fore- 
men and three former district foremen 
the positions of 
four 
district deputy 


superintendents of streets are created 
with salaries of ?1500 a year. 


These four district deputies will hold 


positions of great importance and will be 
held directly responsible in an intimate 
manner for the work done under their 
direction. The city is divided into four 
districts, and over eaoh district Is placed 
a district deputy and two sub-foremen, 
with1 a corps of laborers and equipment. 
Each Is held responsible for the upkeep 
and maintenance and general condition 
of-, his district, and a generous and 
healthy rivalry is thus established be- 
tween districts. 
The four .districts are 


North Oakland, West Oakland, East Oak- 
land and the Annex. ' 


This change Is effected within the op- 


erative division of the street maintenance 
department, and is the most radical in- 
dividual change. The whole department 
suffers a reclasslflcatlon and readjust- 
ment, however, upon a comprehensive 
plan. 


Where of old the various kinds of work 


overlapped and one man was doing some 
clerical work • in 
the 
construction and 


some In tho maintenance divisions of 
the department, these have now been set 
apart and made distinct entitles. 


GENERAL DIVISION. 


The'general division classifies employ- 


ment as follows: The entire department 
Is divided into the construction depart- 
ment and the maintenance department. 
These two departments are again divided

'•JfThe work was undertaken at the solici- 
tation of Baccus some three months ago 
when his department was criticised by 
Councilman Harry Anderson at the time 
of the fixing of the budget for the .fiscal 
vear. Anderfon charged extravagance in 
the street department," and Baccus, who 
had been in charge only three months at' 
that time, declared that he did not see 
where a saving could be made, but that 
he was willing to go at the matter ajid 
work out a charge that would be advan- 
tageous, if possible. Baccus immediately 
Introduced a resolution asking that the 
civil service board be Instructed to co- 
operata with him In working out a plan 
t)?at might benefit the department along 
ihe lines of economy and efficiency. 
JLThe new organization will discontinue 
•twenty positions, and create twelve new 
ones, thus.eliminating eight positions en- 
tirely. With reductions in some salaries 


. and raises in. others to give proper re- 


muneration where due, the change -will 
work a saving of over ?SOOO in actual 
cash each year. 


SYSTEMATIZES DEPARTMENT. 


But of infinitely more importance In 


the change is the systematizatlon of the 
department. Various departments in the 
city have seen themselves evolve hetero- 
geneously from simple village concerns 
to large and complex organisms. In the 
evolution the changes have been made 
without any. regard or understanding in 


iy instances as to the comprehensive 


needs of the larger organism. As a re- 
sult, while, the department succeeded' in 
doing business and meeting the necessi- 
ties of the cjty, there were many por- 
tions • which became atrophied and use- 
less, and remained merely as a drag and 
detriment to the living and working por- 
tions of the organism. 


When the civil service board came to 


work out an efficiency classification It 
was found that the various branches of 
the tree had become so interlaced and 
twisted that it would be impossible to 
classify them for pruning and cultivation 
without reconstructing the whole - affair. 
This has now 
beeu 
accomplished on 


paper, and is set forth in detail in a dia- 
grammatic chart worked put by President 
of the Civil Service Board' Robinson and 
by Commissioner Baccus. ; 


The change will be effected without 


undue haste. After the reding, .of. the 
recommendation from the civil service 
board. Councilman 
Bacons, 
moved its 


adoption by the council, and sounded his 
complete approval of the new system. He 
praised the civil service board for the aid 
accorded him in planning out tha new 
system. 


A resolution was then passed directing

Morse, convicted, banker..-- made $2000 in 
a .Wall street deal through the courtesy 
of Warden Moyer. It was brought out 
that in the spring of 1910 Morse made 
the money in selling -'short" on gas stock 
by means of a cipher message Moyer al- 
lowed him to send. 
To show his gratitude, or for some 
.other reason, Moyer said -Morse subse- 
quently offered to share the"proftts with 
him. 
This alleged act on "tHe' part of' 
Mnrse so pre.ijtirllced the warrlen against 
the former banker In the opinion of F. 
L. Seeley, who publishes the Atlanta 
Georgian, that 
he 
subsequently 'sub- 
jected Morso to disciplinary treatment 
characterized by the editor as 
"repre- 
hensible." 
.... ; MORSE IN SOLITARY CELL. 


Seeley is a personal 
friend of Morse. 
Liast Thursday he printed - in his paper 
a story hinting- at a congressional In- 
vestigation into Morse's -treatment In: 
the penitentiary, citing an , instance in 
which he was alleged . to have- been 
placed 
in solitary 
confinement 
in a 
dungeon, for giving a 
sick boy about 
to be discharged a paltry sum of money. 
The publication so incensed the war- 
den that he invited Atlanta newspaper 
men to the prison to show tfiem just 
how Morse .was kept in solitary con- 
finement and to explain 
the 
circum- 
stances. Editor Seeley responded in per- 
son as the representative of his paper. 


WARDEN ANSWERS SEELY. 


Surrounded t>y newspaper men, iloyer 
read a statement he had prepared an- 
swering the accusations marie by Seeley's 
payer. He mentioned that-. .Morse had 
been kept in solitary confinement for 
two days in May, 3910, for refusing to 
divulge the source of about $466 found 
in'his possession. As soon as Morse did 
so he was released, he said. He showed 
the visitors a fair sized, 
well lighted 
and well ventilated room, . in which he 
said Morse was kept. 
' 
"I question -the accuracy of that state- 
ment," said Editor -Seeley. "I have been 
reliably Informed that Morse 
had no 
mattress and no blanket, and had to sleep 
on the iron slats with only his coat under 
his head." 


"That is untrue," the warden retorted 
angrily. 
'Who gave you such Infor- 
mation?". 


"Mr. Morse himself and the physician 
attending him at the time." 


The warden called in two fleputies In 
charge at the time, and both said they 
would take oath that Morse had both 
mattress arid blanket. 


"You ' have- been prejudiced 
against 
Morse ever since that gas stock daal." 
Seeley charged, "and I think your treat- 
ment of him has been 'reprehensible."- 
_ 'You ure at liberty to print any facts 
in your 
possession regarding 
Morse's 
treatment in this prison," the warden 
retorted, "but I warn you to stick to 
facts or. I shall hold you personally re- 
sponsible,"
